It’s not every day a Bible verse lights up social media, but 
a relatively obscure verse from the Hebrew Bible— what 
Christians call the Old Testament— was trending on Twit- 
ter worldwide Thursday 

The verse, Exodus 23:1, offers this admonition: “You shall 
not spread a false report. You shall not join hands with the 
wicked to act as a malicious witness.” (New Revised Stan- 
dard Version) 

It comes in a section following Moses’ bringing the Ten 
Commandments down from Mount Sinai. “Exodus 23:1” 
also is the title of a new song from rapper Pusha T, which 
may explain why it’s trending. 

In the song, Pusha T aims verbal barbs at someone who 
he says wronged him. Hip-hop websites have speculated 
that someone is fellow rapper Drake. 

“Beef is best served like steak/ well done/ get a gun in 
your face,” Pusha T raps in the song, which makes no men- 
tion of the Bible verse but certainly channels its spirit. 

And the rapper cited the verse Thursday when he tweet- 
ed: “Do not spread false reports. Do not help a wicked man 
by being a malicious witness.” That’s the New Living Trans- 
lation of Exodus 23:1. 


The Book of Exodus tells the story of the Israelites flee- 
ing from bondage in Egypt, wandering in the desert in the 
years before they reach Israel. Exodus 23:1 comes not long 
after the story of God’s parting of the Red Sea so the Isra- 
elites could escape, a tale that established Moses as a hero. 

After Moses returns from Sinai and delivers the Ten 
Commandments, he goes on to explain God’s laws in great- 
er detail. The laws dictate how the Israelites are to function 
as a society, regarding everything from property rights to 
the conduct of annual festivals. 

“This verse is understood by the rabbis to mean two sep- 
arate things,” Rabbi Shmuel Herzfeld from Ohev Sholom, 


the National Synagogue in Washington, wrote in an email 
to CNN, referring to Exodus 23:1. 

“The great medieval commentator Rashi understands 
the first half of the verse to mean: ‘Don’t accept a false re- 
port or malicious rumors about someone,’ ” Herzfeld said. 
“Other commentators say the first part of the verse means 
don’t spread false rumors. 

“The second part of the verse has a slightly different 
meaning. It means: ‘Don’t convince another person to join 
with you and offer false testimony’ ” Herzfeld wrote, noting 
that Jewish law requires two witnesses for testimony to be 
heard.

PARK DISTRICT ROLLS OUT NEW SYSTEM TO MONITOR BACTERIA LEVELS

As the lake front officially opens to s’wimmcrs Friday 
the T^e Michigan shoreline joins the cutting edge 
in the war on bacteria after decades of using day-old 
water samples to decide whether to close beaches. 

Tn Chicago, the Park District will use a new high- 
tech system that uses computer software to give 
‘Veal- time” predictions of bacteria counts based on 
factors such as water temperature, modeling of the 
lake bottom and wave action monitored by buoys. 
And Chicago beachgoers will almost certainly 
have more time in the water, as city officials an- 
nounced that starting this year, they will close the 
beaches only when sewer overflows have contami- 
nated the water. The rest of the time, they will post 
data for would-be swimmers, who then can decide 
to enter the water at their own risk. 

Under the previous system, daily water samples 
were cultured for F, coli, which was considered a 
marker for other, more dangerous bacteria. When 
the results came back t 8 hours later, officials would 
determine whether to close beaches based on data 
that already was a day old. 


^‘Closing the beach [based on high bacteria 
counts] was always frustrating,” said Cathy Bre- 
itenbach, director of lakefront operations for 
the Park District, ‘Tut this was a frustration that 
beach managers have had all over the country” 

The system often annoyed sun-deprived beach- 
goers who had dragged their coolers across the 
sand only to find the water off-limits. 

High bacteria counts forced the Park District 
last year to bar swimming at the cit/s 24 beaches 
for a combined 36 precious summer days. Under 
the new criteria, the water would have been off- 
limits only once. 

Public health officials were as aggravated as 
anyone under the old system, knowing they were 
basing their decision on data that were at least 18 
hours old, said Sam Dorevich, a public health re- 
searcher at the University of Illinois at Chicago. 

^‘Tt was really the worst of all worlds in terms of 
[beach] management,” Dorevich said. “[Deciding 
whether to close the beach] was like flipping a coin. 
VbuVe issuing a swim advisory that isn’t necessary 
today, but it was for people who swam yesterday” 


HOW IT WORKS 

The Park District has installed white boards at 
beaches that will be updated to show predicted 
bacteria counts and the results from the 
previous day’s sampling. When levels exceed 
EPA standards, instead of a swim ban. a swim 
advisory-marked by a yellow flag posted in 
the sand-will be issued. Bans will be issued 
only when there is a sewer overflow that sends 
sewage into the lake, which happened only once 
last year, according to Park District data. 


Predictive modeling and faster testing systems 
are key advances in protecting public health, and 
beach managers across the Great Lakes have been 
moving away from the sampling-based tests for 
years, said Karen Hobbs, a policy analyst for the 
National Resources Defense Council. 

“Predictive modeling is absolutely a step in the 
right direction. ... I would put Chicago’s efforts 
squarely in the middle of what’s going on in the 
[Great Lakes] basin,” she said.

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P-Fitz’s next move? 
He’s not quite sure

U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald said it was 
not an easy decision to step down next month 
after nearly ii years in the powerful office, but 
he said it’s healthy for a change at the top. 

Fitzgerald reiterated that he has no career 
plans at this point— though he ruled out run- 
ning for an elected office— and said he will 
take the summer to mull over his options. 

“I thought this was the right time,” he told a 
news conference Thursday adding that having 
a “fresh view, a fresh set of eyes” are good for 
the office. “It’s important that there be change. 

“I have to figure what I’m doing next,” 
Fitzgerald continued. “I don’t now, and that’s 
sincere.” 

He made it clear he “loves public service” 
but that he will have to weigh his family re- 
sponsibilities in considering his next career 
move. Fitzgerald married in his 40s and has 
two young children. He said he would love to 


stay in Chicago, but it was clear he wasn’t cer- 
tain where his next job could take him. 

When asked whether he has ruled out 
elected political office, he said without hesita- 
tion: “Yes ... I’m not wired for political office.” 

Fitzgerald drew laughter at his news con- 
ference when he said his phone malfunc- 
tioned while talking Wednesday to Sen. Dick 
Durbin, who will decide the next U.S. attor- 
ney “He may have had a conversation with me 
that I don’t know about,” he said in answer to 
a question whether he would offer advice to 
Durbin on his successor. 

He praised federal prosecutors and agents, 
crediting them with the bulk of the success 
he has enjoyed in his record-long run as U.S. 
attorney for the Northern District of Illinois. 

When a reporter asked him if he could see 
himself on the opposite side of the courtroom 
in his next job, Fitzgerald quipped, “Can you 
see me as a defense attorney?”

Egypt’s first elections 
find voters polarized 


D CAIRO Egyptians, choosing their leader freely for 
the first time in their history, voted for a second day 
Thursday in what appears to be a fraught contest between 
Islamists and former officials of ousted President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

After six decades under authoritarian, military-backed 
rule, Egypt’s 50 million voters may decide to entrust the 
most populous Arab nation to an Islamist president for the 
next four years, as well as the Islamist-led assembly they 
chose earlier. 

But secular figures such as ex-Arab League chief Amr 
Moussa, 75, and Mubarak’s last premier, Ahmed Shafiq, 70, 
are in with a chance, appealing to Egyptians wary of radical 
change. 

With first-round voting almost over, Egyptians seemed 
increasingly polarized between those determined to avoid 
handing the presidency back to men linked to Mubarak’s 
era and those who fear Islamists could sweep governing in- 
stitutions. 

Some voiced fears of a backlash on the streets, particu- 
larly if Shafiq, who like Mubarak was an air force command- 
er, triumphs— protesters hurled stones and shoes at Shafiq 
when he voted in Cairo on Wednesday in the only notable 
election violence. 

“If Shafiq or Moussa wins, they will create a revolution. 
Everyone will go down to Tahrir again,” said one voter, 
Sherif Abdelaziz, 30, who backs the Muslim Brotherhood’s

The mother of Khaled Said, the activist whose death in 
2010 at the hands of police helped galvanize anti-Mubarak 
protests, also derided “feloul,” or remnants of the old order. 

“Khaled died for his country %uth like him are entitled to 
a better future. If any of the feloul win, it would be because 
the vote was rigged. Egyptians will never retreat from their 
revolution,” Said’s mother, Leila, told Reuters by telephone.

Here’s a fun joke: retire- 
ment planning. 

I laaaaa, I can’t plan for 
next week, let alone age 65. 
I’m worrying about next 
month’s rent, not my next 
fi\’e decades of health care. 
I’ll reach retirement age in 
2053. people! 

Well, actually, 2053 
might not be great for 
retirees. Safety nets such 
as Social Security and 
Medicaid are somewhat in 
flux, and who knows what 
state the/ll be in 50 years 
from now. It’s more important than ever to take 
responsibility for your own retirement right now. 

And, by the way when I say now I mean abso- 
lutely as soon as possible. The sooner you sock 
away money for retirement, the sooner you’ll start 
earning interest— your money works for you, no 


matter how little you’re setting aside. And eventu- 
ally, if you play your cards right, your retirement 
will be less Grampa Simpson and more Cialis ad. 

If you have a job that offers 40i(k) benefits, this 
is really easy. If you don’t, then it’s still pretty easy, 
but the perks aren’t as good. Here’s the deal: 

If you can get a retirement plan from your 
employer, and you haven’t yet, let me know so T 
can come over to your workplace and slap you 
around. This is STUPID easy, people. Make an 
appointment with HR and sign up for a 40i(k).

BACK IN BLACK

In the four years since Will Smith last appeared on the big 
screen, the two-time Oscar nominee has been producing 
movies with his son, developing scripts and cringing every 
time his daughter cuts her hair. 

He’s also dyed his own hair to hide those distinguished 
specks of gray 

But the same old outgoing and engaging Smith bounced 
into a conference room full of reporters recently to chat 
about “Men in Black 3,” which opens Friday The latest in- 
stallment of the popular franchise reunites Smith (Agent J) 
withTommy Lee Jones (Agent K), but adds Josh Brolin, who 
plays the younger version of Agent K in their quest to rid the 
Earth of aliens and change the course of history 

While aU the fun and hilarity of this franchise remains, 
director Barry Sonnenfeld shot the film in 3-D, which 
heightens the overall experience— especially when Smith 
free-falls off the top of a skyscraper. 

“My biggest concern with shooting in 3-D was my ears,” 
Smith said. “I could see these things [touching his ears] tak- 


ing over the whole of the screen. But when I first saw it, it 
was cool. It didn’t have me looking like satellite dishes.” 

The other adjustment, of course, was his new partner, 
Brolin. 

“I was expecting to make an adjustment from Tommy Lee 
Jones to Josh Brolin, but Josh studied Tommy so thoroughly 
that it was almost identical,” Smith said. “It was absolutely 
stunning. It’s crazy because you don’t really even notice how 
good his acting is because it’s so good; you’re just watching 
Tommy Lee Jones. %u don’t realize that, no, that’s Josh 
Brolin.” 

Brolin met Smith for the first time on set. It was a memo- 
rable experience. 

“The first time you meet Wll he’s like ‘Heeeeeeeeeey!’ ” 
Brolin said. “You’re like, ‘Wow, is he serious?’ It’s funny 
though, it’s like going to an insane asylum. 

‘As far as the chemistry goes, either it’s going to be there 
or not. I hadn’t met him before I said yes, and the minute 
we got together it was seamless, thank God. It was organic.” 

In the 10 years since the last “MIB,” Smith got a second 
Oscar nomination (“Pursuit of Happyness” opposite his

Unlike Austin Powers, Will Smith won’t 
turn into Agent J, International Man of 
Mystery when his “Men in Black 3” char- 
acter time-travels to the groovy 1960s— no 
bell bottoms, no love beads, no paisley 

Yet even as undercover operative J con- 
tinues to handle extraterrestrial visitors, 
tourists, immigrants and criminals, as he 
has in two previous movies, he’ll do much 
of it now against the backdrop of Vietnam, 
women’s rights and New York Mayor John 
Lindsay Call it “Mad Men in Black.” 

Seven-time Oscar winner Rick Baker— 
the makeup-effects maestro behind the 


aliens in “Men in Black,” the Bigfoot in 
“Harry and the Hendersons,” the lycan- 
thropes of “The Wolfman” and ‘An Ameri- 
can Werewolf in London,” and much, 
much more— says he’s never seen the ’60s- 
set “Mad Men.” But he turned 10 in i960, 
came of age in the era and remembers what 
aliens looked like, back in the day 

“It was a great time for somebody like 
me who was fascinated by monsters,” 
Baker said by phone from his Glendale, 
Calif, studio, Cinovation. “There was that 
whole monster craze, with all those films 
on afternoon television. Famous Monsters 
magazine, those Aurora model kits {and} 


Big Daddy Roth”— the cartoonist and car 
customizer whose signature character was 
the bug-eyed, tongue-flapping, drag-racing 
rodent Rat Fink. “We actually did an alien 
{for “MIB3”} that’s Big Daddy Roth-in- 
spired— not Rat Fink, but that style.” 

Baker, who became very choosy about 
his projects after winning an Oscar for 
“The Wolfman,” said he wanted to work 
on “MIB 3” because he got to do some- 
thing he’s wanted to since the first film, in 
1997: re-create the bug-eyed monsters of 
his youth. “Retro aliens,” he said, “with big 
exposed brains and fishbowl space helmets 
and ray guns.” 


son, Jaden), and attached himself to several se- 
quels including: “Hancock,” “I, Robot” and a 
possible “Bad Boys 3.” Additionally, he’s started 
working on a remake of the 1974 Sidney Poitier- 
Bill Cosby comedy “Uptown Saturday Night” 
with himself and Denzel Washington in the 
lead roles, and co-produced the Broadway mu- 
sical “Fela” with his wife, Jada Pinkett Smith, 
andJay-Z. 

Exercising these different muscles has al- 
lowed him to expand his brand worldwide. 
But sometimes it’s nice to slip back into an old 
black suit that still fits. 

“The idea of a secret government organiza- 
tion that polices and monitors alien activity on 
and off of planet Earth is so unique that you 
don’t say that this movie is just like ‘Men in 
Black,’ ” Smith said. “There’s nothing that’s just 
like ‘Men in Black.’ It’s difficult to have a fan- 
tasy comedy that works on that level. ... I was 
excited about the degree of difficulty” 

Once he agreed to do “MIB 3,” Smith en- 
couraged the writers to add some depth to 
Agents J and K. 

“We’re all 10 years older from the second mov- 
ie and different things are important to us in our 



lives,” Smith, 43, said. “We want to have the 
same kind of dumb that the first two movies 
had— the same kind of silly because there’s 
an appreciation of the siUy that the comedy 
delivers. But it was reaUy important for us 
also to have some meat to chew on.” 

Perhaps if there’s an “MIB 4”— and both 
Smith and Jones said they’d be up for it— 
Sonnenfeld can turn back the time 
dial again and have Jaden Smith 
play Agent J. If that happens, fa- 
ther and son might squabble over 
who gets top billing or the bigger 
trailer. 

“Jaden is extremely competi- 
tive. He looks at me like I’m 
meat! He’s like, ‘I’m coming 
for you; you have no ideal’ ” 

Smith said, laughing. “I tell 
him I’m going to teach him 
everything I know and if 
he works hard he’ll be the 
second-biggest movie star 
in the world.”

In movie time, how 
long has it been since 
2002? So long that 
the vapid “Men in 
Black II” co-starred 
Lara Flynn Boyle. 

Yet despite its 
reported $375 mil- 
lion budget, “Men 
in Black 3” arrives 
as a small movie 
in a blockbuster suit. Beneath the impres- 
sive alien effects and 3-D pointy stuff lives 
a story (from “Tropic Thunder” co-writer 
Etan Cohen) with enough emotional pull to 
rise above irrelevant, if south of necessary 
When alien kiUer Boris (Jemaine Clement 
of “Flight of the Conchords”) travels back 
to 1969 to kill Agent K (Tommy Lee Jones in 
the present. Josh Brolin in the past) before K 
takes one of Boris’ arms. Agent J (Will Smith) 
time-jumps as well to save his partner and, in 
effect, the entire planet. 

“Men in Black 3” still lacks the edge of 
the franchise’s first effort. It stretches for 
swagger instead of just owning it, particularly 
when J’s so-called attitude includes pitiful 
phrases like “fish-slapped” and “You look 
like you came from the planet ‘Damn!’ ” 

The movie keeps it all moving quickly and 
mostly painlessly thanks to a straightforward 
story— as long as you don’t question the 
rules of the space-time continuum— and 
frequent bonuses on the fringes. Clement’s 
got a dynamite evil laugh; Bill Hader reveals 
excellent new layers to Andy Warhol; Emma 
Thompson and Alice Eve charm as current 
and past versions of Agent O; Nicole Scher- 
zinger flaunts all the va-va-voom the PG-13 
rating will allow as a woman who visits Boris 
in prison; and Michael Stuhlbarg (‘A Serious 
Man”) brings laughs and heart as a being 
who is blessed/cursed with the power to see 
multiple possible futures at once. 

So “MIB3” inspires mildly satisfied shrugs, 
aside from one large stumble: The film at- 
tempts basic racial commentary by noting 
to J that 1969 “wasn’t the best time for your 
people” so he can teach bigoted cops a les- 
son. Except in the present day a little white 
girl sees J and thinks he’s the president, as 
if either she’s never seen any other African- 
Americans or she can’t tell them apart. 

That ain’t progress; that’s comedy traveling 
backward.

The racist 
world they had to endure 
is reduced to one bar fight. 
The film is about 60 years 
too late. Had this tale of the 
historic Tuskegee Airmen 
been made in the ’50s, audi- 
ences would have accepted 
the stereotype characters, 
passive approach to racism 
and hackneyed dialogue. 

By today’s standards, the 
movie never gets off the 
ground.

Talk about a memorable movie pitch, 

“This is the vibrator movie you can bring 
your mom to,” says “Hysteria” director 'lanya 
Wexler, who grew up in Lincoln Park. “'Vbu 
want to see something about the vibrator 
that you can’t bring your mom to? I can tell 
you where to go: It’s called the Internet and 
you can see anything that makes you uncom- 
fortable about the vibrator you ever wanted 
any day of the week. I think Hysteria’ has a 
little more meat on its bones.” 

Wexler’s right. Her romantic comedy 
about the doctor (Hugh Dancy) who invent- 
ed the vibrator in i88o Ij^ndon for healing 
purposes — an extension of his work offering 
“pelvic massage” to women diagnosed with 
hysteria— hinges on the unlikely synthesis of 
Victorian England and a now widely available 
sex toy without the female oppression or 
graphic sexuality that might imply 

At the Peninsula Hotel, the 41-ycar-old 
filmmaker who now lives in Newark talked 
about her own discovery of the vibrator, how 
sexuality makes people blush and why she 
keeps getting stopped at airports*

you feel like you became aware of the vibra- 
tor, and what would that version of yourself 
say if you could tell her she was going to 
make a movie about its invention?

The 19 -year-old version of myself would say, 
“I’m going to make a movie?!” {Laughs.} I 
didn’t know I wanted to be a film director 
until I was 21. Literally I remember because 
I thought I was going to be an actor. And if 
I thought I was going to make a movie at 19, 
I would have been Hke, “I’m going to be in a 
movie about the vibrator?” 


“Leave me alone^ I just discovered the vibra- 
tor;” 

Exactly that’s what my 19 -year-old self would 
have said. “Finally! Where have you been all 
my life?” As soon as I knew I wanted to di- 
rect I would not have been surprised by that. 

“Hysteria” begins by saying, “This story is 
based on true events. Really.” Why do you 
think people might not believe this? 

{Laughs.} I don’t know, what about you? Why 
do you think? I think that’s the big joke, 
actually I think the big joke is not the vibra- 
tor; I think the big joke is this really hap- 
pened. This was the treatment for hysteria 
and the vibrator was invented for a man. It 


was a time-saving, labor-saving device for a 
guy And probably still is* {Laughs J When 
guys get threatened by it, you should be like, 
“Dude, we’re not trying to replace you. Just 
give you a break!” {laughs*} 

How unfortunate is it that it’s still a subject 
that makes people blush? Especially at a 
time when politically some people are trying 
to tiptoe— or take giant leaps— backward as 
far as women’s rights? You’d think that after 
more than 100 years, people might not be so 
squeamish about sexuality. 

It’s funny that* I think that I have as much 
of an inner adolescent as anyone else. So I 
can get all Beavis and Butthead— [laughs like

As “Hysteria” begins, 
onscreen text in- 
forms us, “This story 
is based on true events. Really” Indeed, what 
follows maybe surprising to many who live 
in a world in which sex toys — from vibrators 
to replicas ofjennajameson’s vagina— are 
widely available. 

Based on Dr. Mortimer Granville’s (Hugh 
Dancy) invention of the vibrator for the 
purpose of healing, not pleasure, “Hysteria” 
exudes a classy spunk without ever coming 
fully alive. In 1880 London, Granville takes 
on the task ofgiving women “the treatment” 
after he grows disillusioned with work at the 
Winchester Hospital, where his superior per- 
ceives g^rm theory as “poppycock.” In private 
practice under the guidance of Dr. Robert 
Dahymple (Jonathan Pryce), Granville’s re- 
search consists of women with their ankles in 
the air, screaming “TMly I To!” in ecstasy as the 
doctors marvel at how a Little “good, steady 
pressure” calms their supposedly disabling 
condition of distracting thoughts and, uh, an 
“overactive uterus.” 

Director Tanya Wexler and writers 
Stephen Dyer and Jonah Lisa Dyer err in 
neglecting to depict more of women’s op- 
pression in this era, telling instead of showing 
the misery of an unsatisfying home life both 
inside and outside the bedroom. T'hat doesn’t 
diminish a handftil of laughs and a story 
about a revolution that seems to have oc- 
curred almost by accident. (Somewhere Trey 
Parker and Alatt Stone are grinning that they 
got to the title “Orgazmo” first.) 

As a bonus, “Hysteria” offers a rather 
nice subplot in Granville’s relationship with 
his boss’s lovely, obedient daughter Emily 
(It licity Jones) and her strong, opinionated 
sister Charlotte (Alaggie Gyllenhaal), which 
differentiates infatuation from love without 
condescending to anyone. TTese days, plea- 
sure isn’t as much of a mystery as it used to 
be, but the dynamics that make a relationship 
right or wrong will always remain an enigma 
to unravel.

If hearing the name Hugh Dancy conjures 
up chick flicks (“Ella Enchanted,” “The Jane 
Austen Book Club,” “Confessions of a Shopa- 
holic”)— well, think again. 

The British actor and Oxford grad recently 
earned a Drama Desk nomination for his 
work in the quirky, kinky Broadway comedy 
“Venus in Eur.”

Dancy, 36, who’s married to actress Claire 
Danes, talked about the play and the film. 

What’s the biggest misconception about 
“Venus?” 

That it’s raunchy I don’t think it is. It’s 
erotic. I think even the people who’ve seen 
it almost misremember it. Like we’ve both 
been leaping on top of each other for an hour 
and a half 

I’ve read articles where reporters ask you 
“So, are you really into S&M?” I gather 
people ask you anything now. As if you’d 
admit it even if you were! 

Right! There’s the inevitable ... “Is this 


you?” question. I remember saying, “I’m 
just so done with being asked, ‘Do you take 
your work home?’ ” And Walter Bobbie, 
our director, said “The play provokes these 
discomfiting questions.” I said, “Well, you’re 
more politic than I am, because I tend to tell 
people to get lost.” 

Then again, you’re kinda asking for it, doing 
a play about S&M, and now a film about 
vibrators. Dude ... people are gonna talk. 

It’s true. The film, though, has a good cast: 
Jonathan Pryce, Rupert Everett, Maggie Gyl- 
lenhaal, Eelicity Jones. 

Then you’ve got “Dorothy of Oz” out later 
this year. 

Yes, an animated movie. I’ve never done one 
before. I play Marshall Mallow, a policeman 
... made of marshmallow. It was great fun. 

What intrigued you about this vibrator 
movie? 

The script— some parts are almost farcical 
comedy and others quite serious. I’m in the 
whole movie, and have to straddle those 
parts — that was the appeal. Also ... the inven- 
tion of the vibrator— it’s a good line, right? 

How do you and Claire handle separation 
time— when she’s off shooting “Homeland” 
and you’re here? 

Not being on a completely predictable 
schedule can have its advantages. It can be 
disruptive, but if you go off to do this thing 
that really enriches you, that can be quite 
healthy We just negotiate it as it happens.

Childhood wish comes true 
for ‘Hatfields & McCoys’ star 


When Matt Barr 
was 15 years old, 
he “somehow’^ got 
from his hometown 
of Austin, 'lexas, to 
Dallas and into a 
screening of Kevin 
Costner’s 1999 film 
“For Love of the 
Game.” I le walked 
up to the actor and 
told him, “Someday 
Fm going to grow up 
and play your son in a 
real movie.” 

So it was a no- 
brainer for Barr, now 28, when he was offered 
the role ofjohnse Hatfield, the conflicted 
son of Costner’s Devil Anse Hatfield, in His- 
tory Channel’s three-part drama “Hatfields & 
McCoys.” 

“I always legitimately idolized Kevin 
Costner. I grew up a boy in Texas and I 
wanted to make ^^sterns. Yon know Kevin’s 
a pro at that,” Barr said during a phone chat 
Wednesday “And so I had always wanted to 
work with him. ... Life has a way of going full 
circle.” 

The six-hour miniseries recounts the true 
story of one of America’s most famous feuds. 
The bloody battles between the Hatfield and 
McCoy families started shortly after the Civil 
War in the backwoods where West Virginia 
and Kentucky meet, nearly sparked a war 
between the two states and claimed the lives 
of more than 15 people over 25 years. And it 
all started over timber rights, the ownership 
of a pig and a pair of star-crossed lovers. 

The feud fizzled in 1888 but wasn’t offi- 
cially ended imtil 2003, when descendants of

the two clans signed a symbolic truce. 

Johnse I latfield was half of that 19th cen- 
tury Romeo and Juliet who fueled the feud, 
a boy who fell in love with Roseanna McCoy 
(Lindsay Pulsipher), the daughter of his 
daddy’s friend-turned-deadly-enemy, Randall 
McCoy (Bill Paxton). As in the real-life con- 
flict, their doomed love affair plays a major 
part in the miniseries, which draws heavily on 
historical accounts. 

Johnse’s love for Roseanna crushed his 
father, who felt his son betrayed his duty to 
the family. Barr found that father-son tension 
fascinating, and not just because he was act- 
ing opposite Costner, an Oscar winner for his 
epic 1990 Western “Dances with Wolves.” 

“I think no matter how much you disagree 
with your own father, you want him to be 
proud of you,” Barr said. “\bu want your dad 
to love you. People spend their lives trying 
to earn that sometimes from their parents. 

I just found that very beautiful and very 
tragic.” 

Barr, who has starred in such series as 
“Harper’s Island” and “Hellcats,” didn’t get 
reacquainted with Costner until he got to 
Romania, where the cast lived together at a 
ski resort while filming in the Transylvanian 
Mountains. 

Barr said he mentioned that they had met 
before, and that he still had the photo taken 
of the pair in 1999. 

“We talked and talked for days about it,” 
he said, laughing. “It was pretty cool.”

Page through a cookbook like Diana Kenne- 
dy’s “The Cuisines of Mexico” or watch Rick 
Bayless on “Mexico One Plate at a Time” and 
you’ll quickly notice that many of the reci- 
pes feature bounds of ingredients that, when 
combined, add up to that nebulous phrase 
“depth of flavor.” 

Because Latin flavors are complex, yet famil- 
iar, it isn’t surprising that suddenly a number of 
breweries are looking to the cuisine for inspi- 
ration, says Randy Mosher, creative director of 
5 Rabbit Cerveceria, a Chicago-based brewery 
that exclusively produces beers featuring in- 
gredients common to Latin cuisine such as an- 
cho chilies, piloncillo sugar and passion fruit. 

“We have a generation of people with easy 
access to Mexican food and cuisine,” he says. 
“It is kind of widespread, so as people seek to 
make more distinctive beers it is only natural 
that those flavors would pop up.” 

For instance, 5 Rabbit’s witbier, called 5 
Lizard, features coriander, which is typical to 
the style. But it also features a slew of other 
spices and passion fruit, which gives the beer 
a slightly tangy spicy flavor. 

Both New Belgium and New Holland re- 
cently released beers inspired by mole pob- 
lano, the thick, rich, chocolate-tinged sauce 
native to Puebla, Mexico. The sauce is un- 
doubtedly complex: Kennedy’s recipe featur- 
ing more than 20 ingredients, including three

kinds of chilies (mulato, ancho andpasiUa), four 
seeds (pumpkin, anise, coriander and sesame), 
cloves, peppercorns, tomatillos and almonds. 

New Belgium’s beer aimed to bring the 
sauce’s complexity to a brew, yet with fewer 
ingredients. “The basic concept is complex- 
marrying the flavors of chocolate, which is 
complex on its own, with chili peppers,” says 
Grady Hull, New Belgium assistant brewmas- 
ter. 

The turn to Latin flavors for inspiration 
seems likely to continue because they offer 
brewers new ideas, he says. 

“The whole craft industry is looking for 
something new and fresh,” Hull says. “IPAs 
have been done; stouts have been done. So it 
makes sense that we’re looking to foods we 
know and like to explore new flavor combina- 
tions.”

5 texts to send after you 
get someone’s number 


The Date Report 

It can be tricky to make the transition from talking in a bar to sending 
messages, while still keeping whatever connection you may have had 
alive long enough to get to that first date. 

For this reason, we’re actually fans of texting the person that same 
night, so it’s more a continuation of the conversation you were having 
when said phone numbers were swapped, while your great personality 
is still fresh in his/her mind.

Facebook launches 
Camera photo app

So much for Instagram? Facebook on T'hurs- 
day launched a photc^sharing app called Face- 
book Camera, which aims to make it simpler 
for the social network's users to upload and 
browse photos on smartphones. 

The news comes only weeks after Facebook 
spent Si billion on similar photo-sharing app 
Instagram, And only days after the company's 
initial public offering got a lukewarm recep- 
tion from Wall Street and raised the eyebrows 
of financial regulators. 

T he company says the app, which will be 
available late TTiurs day for Apple iOS devices, 
makes hacebook photos more fun and acces- 
sible. 

“When you launch the app, youTl see a feed 
of just great photos from the people you care 
about,” the company said in a press release, 
^‘You can swipe to see more of any album or 
tap to enlarge an individual photo,” 

The app lets users crop photos and add col- 
orful filters. And people who use the app also 
can upload multiple pictures at once, ^^ust 
select the shots you want to share by tapping 
the check-mark on each photo and then hit 
post,” Facebook 's statement says. 

The app gets generally good marks from 


early reviewers, who say it is much faster than 
the primary Facebook app and displays pho- 
tos in a large, crisp fashion. 

But the comparisons to Instagram are con- 
founding tech bloggers, who are trying to 
figtire out to what degree Facebook was influ- 
enced by the company it purchased. 

Mike Isaac, a writer at the blog All T'hings 
D, calls the app “Instagram redux,” since the 
release comes so closely on the heels of the 
company's purchase of that startup. 

While there arc key similarities between 
the apps, he writes, Facebook “was most like- 
ly working on this product long before buj^ing 
Instagram was ever a real possibility” 

At the blog VentureBeat, Scan T.udwig 
writes that Facebook Camera was “clearly in- 
fluenced by {Instagram], Once the Instagram 
deal does close, we expect the lines to blur 
even more,” he says. 

Ellis Hamburger, writing for The Verge, 
had a more critical take: 

“Had the Instagram deal never occurred, 
Facebook Camera wouldn't really be much of 
an Instagram competitor anyway, lacking any 
mobile-only social circles, hashtagged sharing 
around specific topics, tilt-shift, and interest- 
ing filters, for that matter,” he wrote.
